We candidly confess our imability to understand why a pres- 
idential primary “is vastly different from a state primary.” A pri- 
mary is an election within the party to determine, not the senti- 
ment ot a few large counties or of the state-at-large, but to give 
free play and full representation to every county in the state, irre- 
spective of its size or its significance from the standpoint of pop- 
ulation. This principle holds, whether the election within the party 
is for presidential candidates or for state officers. The 146 coun- 
ties in Georgia can differ as widely over presidential candidates as 
over candidates for state offices. But. according to The Press’ 
reasoning and the committee's ruling,'’while the smallest county is 
entitled to free expression and the preservation of its integrity in 
a state primary, it forfeits both to the big counties in a presidential 
primary ! 

The theory untenable. Applied literally, as it 
will be in accordance with the committee’s dictum in the presi- 
dential primary, power is given to a few large c city counties to whol- 
ly dictate’ Georgia's presidential preference, though perhaps 136 
counties may vote for a man and policies diametrically opposed to 
the man and the policies that may have carried ten large coun- 
ties. The man who receives the largest number of votes in the 
state-at-large, whether it comes from ten or forty counties, has the 
right to name delegates from every county in Georgia, though any 
number of them may have voted solidly against him and the thing's 
for which he stands. Carried to its inevitable conclusion, this theo- 
ry would simply turn over the government of Georgia to a few 
large counties, muzzle forever the counties that happened to be 
weak in population, and abolish minority representation. 

Fortunately, the crystallizing sentiment for Oscar Underwood 
in the city as well as the country counties forcasts such an ovcr- 
whelming rebuke of the partisan plan of a partisan committee as 
will prevent these sinister possibilities from becoming certainties, 
But the menace of the reckless principle that would deliberately 
disfranchise perhaps nine-tenths of the country counties in the pur- 
suit of selfish partisan purposes stands as a call to action to these 
counties. Lest they should wake up the morning after the primary 
to find themselves without fhe semblance of a vote or representa- 
tion in the state convention that instructs for a presidential can- 
didate, that formulates Georgia's democratic policy and elects del- 
egates to the national convention, their course is clear. In sheer 
seli-preservation from an electoral standpoint, these country coun- 
ties will vote against the candidate in whose name this specious 
country-disfranchisement scheme was launched.

JUDGE SANDERS 


DESCRIBES 


WORK OF BRITH ABRAHAM 


Judge Leon Sanders, of the supreme 
court of New York, and grand master 
of the Jewish fraternal organization, 
Independent Order of Brith Abraham, 
was the honor guest last night at a 
banquet given at the Jewish Educa- 
tional Alliance hall, on Capitol avenue, 

Fully 150 men and women were as- 
sembled at the long tables for the 
occasion, a representative gathering 
of the Jewish citizens of Atlanta, and 
in addition Judges Broyles, Pendleton 
and Bell, Mr. Lowry Arnold, Hugh 
Dorsey and W. Woods White. 

Becomes Acquainted With South. 

Joseph Leavitt was toastmaster and 
in few well-chosen words introduced 
the speaker of the evening, Judge San- 
ders. 

The latter spoke in part as follows: 

“I started from New York on this 
present trip to get better acquainted 
with the men of our order who live in 
the south. In doing so I have become 
acquainted with the south, I realize 
fully that it is a thoroughly awake 
section of our country; it is alive and 
doing. 

“In Atlanta I might think I was 
still in New York. You have the hus- 
tle here of a far larger place and have 
well earned the title of ‘the littl New 
York.’ 

“T am not here however to compli- 
ment your city much as it may de- 
serve praise. J] am here for the pur- 
pose of bringing the men of our order 
closer together that they may under- 
Stand better each other and realize 
more fully the scope and plans of our 
common brotherhood. 

162,000 Members in (Order. 

“In it there are 162,000 members, 
more in fact than in all the other fra- 
ternities of our race combined. With 
suc}; a membership it is impossible 
that we should not possess great pow- 
er. It is this power that must be used 
to unite our people and to protect 
those who need help. 

“We Jews must not forget the obli- 
gations entered into by the first of our 
race who settled in this country in 
the city of New Amsterdam 257 years 
ago.” 

Judge Sanders recounted then how 
these early pilgrims, driven from land 
to land of the old world, had come tw» 
America Seeking asvlum and how 
Governor Peter Stuyvesant refused 
them permission to land in this coun- 
try unless they would sign a bond 
that they would care for their sick, 
provide for their paupers, and bury 
their dead. This bond was gladiv 
Signed, and exists still in the records 
Of New York city. 

“From such beginnings sprung our 
Sreat fraternal order. We Jews of 
today recognize still the moral obliga- 
tion resting upon us, because of the 
act of our forbears, ; 

$1,000,000 in Charity. 

“While no man in the whole order 
of I. O. B. A. is possessed of great 
wealth, more than $1,000,000 has been 
contributed by the order to charitable 
institutions for members of our race, 
abit infirm old and for the orphan

American citizens. 


“Many of the prominent men of the 
Jewish race in Atlanta, however, are 
not members of our order. Why? 
When asked, they say, ‘We do not 
need the money supplied weekly in 
case of sickness on our part, nor do 
our wives need the small life insur- 
ance that would accfue to them in 
case of our death.’ 

“No, you. do not need such help, but 
we want you to join so that you can 
contribute to the necessities of those 
who do need it, to Whom thoses sums 
will mean everything that to vou are 
nothing. 

“Your help also is needed in edu- 
catihg and Americanizing those of our 
race who have just landed in this 
county. In order that they may not 
mistake liberty for license, and to 
show them that they do not need to 
raise their hands against this gov- 
ernment, as in Russia, because the 
hand of the government is not against 
them. 

“I don’t mean that we should unite 
for political purposes. The members 
of the order should be free to vote for 
any party or any man that they think 
will serve the best interests. of our 
country. 

Wat) Justice—That's All. 

“! am a man who would not ask for 
one lota more for my people than its 
zuarantecd them by the laws of the 
land. but 1 am also one who would 
fight to the last drop of biood in my) 
veins before accepting one iota less 
than is given to others. 

‘Jew and Gentile working 
have forced congress and a reluctant 
president to say to tussin that the 
treaty of 1832 would be abrogated, be- 
cause of her. treatment of Jewish 

Our order has done 
much to bring this about. 

“There is something more to be done 
by wus. In congress there is a_ bill 
bearing the name of Senator Dilling- 
ham. but really the work of Senator 
Lodge, which is an amendment to the 
immigration law, having for its real 
object the shutting of the doors on 
the unfortunates of the old world, 
those of our brothers and sisters who 
seek. a refuge here. 

“T mention it here tonight because I 
have been told tnat southern con- 
gressmen were in favor of the bill, and 
that you southerners favor it. 

Need Labor in South. 

“Tl aga not one for unrestricted im- 
migration; but you jn this section of 
the country, as well as the west, need 
labor, such as vou haven't got. 

“Our order will try to kill this 
first, because it is unmecessary. 
have laws enough now to keep 
undesirable immigrants. Second, we 
don’t want to take away the hope of 
those who suffer for religion's sake in 
Russia, that they.may one day come 
here.

ASQUITH’S PLAN 


Premier Introduces Minimum 
Wage Bill in the House 
of Comnions. 


London, March 19..~~The coal mines’ 
minimum wage. bill, designed to put 
an end to the coal strike, passed its 
first reading ir the house of commons 
tonight. The bill is backed by Premier 
Asquith, Foreign Secretary Grey, Chan- 
cellor Lloyd-George and Sidney Buxton, 
president of the board of trade. It 
consists of six clauses and a schedule 
defining twenty-one districts, the coun- 
try being divided for the purpose of 
the bill. As outlined by the prime 
minister, the bill provides a reason- 
able minimum wage for the miners and 
safeguards for the owners, these to be 
arranged by district boards. The min- 
imum will be paid from the date of 
resumption of work. The enactment 
is for three years, 

An important clause provides that if 
within a fortnight any district lacks 
a recognized district board, the ‘nard 
of trade may appoint any person to 
act in place of the local body. There 
is nothing in the bill to prevent a 
recurrence of the strike should the 
miners. bé dissatisfied with a. district 
board’s decision, 

A brief debate followed the intro- 
duction of the bill, which does not give 
promise of easy passage. The oppo- 
sition is dissatisfied with the absence 
of penal clauses or measures for com- 
Dulsory arbitration and will move 
amendments to remedy this, 

The prime minister said he intro- 
duced the bill with great reluctance, 
but it was absolutely imperative to the 
interests of the country. Chancellor 
Lloyd-George said tha: the govern- 
ment wes confronted by the necessity 
of speedily terminating the strike, but 
that recourse to drastic methods would 
create @& perilous situation. 

At a meeting of the miners’ federa- 
tion tonight much discontent was ex- 
pressed at tle indefiniteness of tre 
minimum wage provisions. The gov- 
ernment, however, is anxious to have 
the miners returg to work on Monday, 
as the shortage of coal has resulted 
in the dislocation of railway and pub- 
lic services, as well as business of all 
kinds, and the situation is becoming 
disastrous. Therefore, every effort 
will be mede to get the bill through. 
The house cof lords will hold a special 
sitting on Saturday in order to carry 
the measure through the necessary 
stages.
